tA pfoves just what might have been expected from 
~ thdse.two cotintries, neither of which can be 
trusted. There is no evidence whatever of Ger- 
many; being sorry for having brought about the 
World War, @nd nothing to indicate it would not 
»dla the same, thing again if it had the chance. 
‘No @Xpression of sorrow on their part has ever 
yet teen forthcoming, and our candid opinion is 
that alt they are sorry about is that they did not 
iwith : As for Russia, neafly all of its vast popu- 
lation, is densely ignorant,’ with all the pbru- 
tality and coars@ness of ignorance, and what few 
are not ignorant are half crazy, wholly and to- 
tally dishonest, dishonorable and fanatic. That 
two such nations should get together in an alli- 
ance 1s to be expected, and the fact that they form 
such an alliance right in. the niiddle of a national 
peace and economic conference, of which they are 
members, without the knowledge or consent of 
any other members, proves their dishonesty . and 
lack of loyalty. Pies. 

Our country has been right in withholding 
recognition of the Soviet government. To recog- 
nize any such band of national cut-throats would 
be no different than to have recognized Villa ‘as 
head of Mexico, Villa ig probably a better man, 
and more honorable, than Lenine. 

This action on the part of Germany and Russia 
has thrown a bombshell into the Genoa confer- 
€nce, and France and England look upon it as 
a e¢hallenge to all Europe. .This country did 
well, also, to keep out of that conference, for 
it has no notion whatever of recognizing the 
crazy and dishonest Soviet government of Lenine 
and Trotzky, and it is doubtful if England is 
keen for it, ei:cher.
